The Russo boy said he answered 
that he was not De Franco's son and 
the man then tarmed to the other 
boy and asked him if his name was 
De Franco. Dominick replied that 
it was. The man then picked Dom- 
inick up in his arms, saying: “Your 
papa sent me for you. f am going 
to take you home.” 

Boy’s Story of Kidnaping. 

According to the Russo boy, Dom- 
inick strugkred and said: “I don't 
want to go home. I must go to 
school.””’ The man then put his hand 
o. r the boy’s mouth to siience him 
and carried him to the automobile, 
which drove east half a block and 
then north on Cooper street. 

The Russe boy said «he man who 
seized Dominick was gray-haired 
and tlgat the driver of the machine | 
was much younger. Both, h2 said, | 
looked like Italians. | 

The only other person said to 
have witnessed the kidnapping was 
John Russo, 15 years old, not a rela- 
tive of Fred Russo. John Russo 
speaks little English’ and thus: “ar 
has only said that he saw a man put 
Dominick in an automobtle. 

Dominick was not missed by iis 
parents until he failed to return from 
school Monday afternoon. After 
searching for him at the homes of 
friénds they learned that the Russo} 
boy had told other children of the 
kidnaping. They then reported Dom- 
inick’s disappearance to the police. 

Description of Missing Boy. 

The missing boy wore a blue serge 
knickerbocker suit, a blue cap, a 
black and white striped shirt, black 
stockings and high tan shoes.

Is she that to my soul is dear’— 
sang Lowell, the poet, and in equally 
rapturous mood Mr. Chamberlain's 
hero concludes that “the tear itself 
was not as other tears, but rounder, 
more lucent, and inexplicably pre- 
cious in the face of its reckless self- 
destruction. His whole mind had 
been kidnaped by a runaway drop of 
saline water.”’ 

As we remarked, a CLEVER little 
tear—in fact, SOME tear. No won- 
der that Mr. Chamberlain warns 
those of us who are tearless—or TOO 
teary—as follows: 

“The woman who has lost the gift 
of the clever tear, or who has never 
had it, must make up for it in other 
ways. The French woman offers the 
best example of skill in playing up 
all of the womanly attributes when 
she happens to tack the kingpin of 
beauty. If she is built, for example, 
like a snake, she doesn’t try to hide 
it by wearing checks, but iys up

Stripes to the limit, until she becomes 
a famous type known to the ends of 
the eggth.

3ut why work hard to be witty 
w..en it is so much easier to weep a 
clever tear?

The clever tear, I-should say, 
is singular, since tears in the plural 
leave ruin behind them; before shed- 
ding even one clever tear, the shed- 
der should be sure that her make-up 
is guaranteed rainproof: no tear in 
the eyes’ of a wife cah ever seem 
clever—or anything else except an- 
noying—in the eyes of her husband. 

One thing more—gather ye tear- 
drops while ye may! For despite his 
belief i- its potency, Mr. Chamber- 
lain believes that the tear of today’s 
heroine is as surely doomed as the 
fainting fit of the heroine of yester- 
year. 

“The tear is the modern fainting 
fit,” he averred, “and the tear will 
not h ld the field long. The woman 
of tomorrow is likely to take every- 
thing in sight and throw it on the 
floor by way of expressing passion 
and inner emotions. The fainting 
school is a thing of the past: the 
tear is on the wane; the day of 
smashing precious vase and bibelots 
is on the threshold—accompanied by 
a crackling curse—as a_e substitute 
for the sig! ; and polite interjectiogs 
of other days.” 

Some such vision of the future 
must have been vouchsafed another 
distinguished novelist, W. L. George, 
when he gave me as one of hz 
maxims for wives who would be 
happy: “Find out on the honey- 
moon whether swearing o crying 
will be most effective:’* --- 


Service on Real 
Business Basis 


EW YORK is employing busi- 
Nees methods to solve its prob- 


lem of domestic service. 

The long-vacant place of the old- 
fashioned servant is being taken by 
the “home assistant’’—working a 48- 
hour week and going and coming to 
work each day like a stenographer or 
factory worker. She also buys her 
own meals and expects her employ- 
ers to address her as “Mrs.” cr 
**Miss.”’ 

The reluctance of women since the 
war to engage in housework and do- 
mestic service at wages which’ fami- 
lies of moderate means can pay leda 
group of New York women to investi- 
gate the problem. They found that 
women revolted from domestic serv- 
ice because of the long hours of ta- 
bor, lack of definition of their tasks, 
uncertainty of their hours of recree- 
tion, and the feeling that a certain 
social stigma was attached to their 
positions. 

The result of the investigation was 
a determination to put housework on 
a business basis and make it as dig- 
nified &n occupation as office or fac- 
tory. The women who ha've been at- 
tracted to housework on 
assistant basis receive $18 a week for 
a 48-hour week. They get Sundays 
and holidays or their equivalent time 
off and a vacation of two weeks with 
pay at the end of a year’s work. They 
are paid overtime at a specified rate. 

A/weekly schedule of household 
tasks in the employer’s home is ar- 
ranged that will keep the worker 
busy every hour she is scheduled to 
work. She quits at noon and goes 
out for her lunch. When the day's 
work is ended she leaves for her 
own home. The domestic servant 
has become a business woman. with 
the same freedom and independence 
as the rest of her sisters in the busi- 
ness world. 

The success of the new venture jed 
the investigators to organize the Bu- 
reau of Household Occupations 
which acts as a clearing house for 
the home assistants and a place 
where both the workers and their 
employers can have difficulties ad- 
justed as they may arise. Mrs. Rich- 
ard Roardman, Mrs. George D, Pratt, 
Mrs. Henry S. Patterson and Mrs. 
Roberts M. Walker are among the 
women who are actively engaged in 
the work.

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Children Who 
Neglect Parents 


By SOPHIE IRENE LOEB. 


FEW days ago Justice Mor- 
A zcnauser in New York said: “If 

this woman come to court in a 
Rolls-Royce car we shall get the 
money for her parents’ support out 
of her.”’ 

The case was brought to court be- 
cause of the destitution of her aged 
father 84 and blind, 
and the mother 80 and a cripple. 

It was said that the daughter had 
an income of $200 per week for 
household expenses, and had allowed 
her parents to be cared for as public 
charges. 

The woman denied that she had as 
much money as this, but, whether 
she had $200 or $2, the deplorable 
thing was her neglect of these poor 
people. 

How could she? How could any 
woman enjoy any comfort knowing 
that her old father and mother were 
suffering? 

Our laws should be strengthened 
so that no one may escape such a 
sacred duty. Somehow it seems to 
me there is ‘something innately wrong 
about a person who fails to remem- 
ber his father and mother, at least 
in securing for them creature com- 
forts. x 
They are good subjects for alien- 
ists. It is so unnatural and so ab- 
normal to disregard such close rela- 
tionship as mother and father that I 
would go so far as to say that such 
people are not altogether normal. 

At the same time there are many 
young people who, while they love 
thefr parents, neglect them thought- 
lessly. They take them as a matter 
of course, since for!so long this fa- 
ther and mother have gone on giv- 
ing and accepting little or nothing 
that the children take it for granted 
that it is coming to them, and little 
is due their parents 
from them. 

They forget the commandment en- 
tirely, and if their cruelty were 
brought to their attention they would 
hardly believe they were _ so delin- 
quent. 

I would like to say to such young 
people something like this: 

Have you ever stopped to think 
how your mother went’ through 
hades to bring you into the world? 
Have you ever reflected on the nights 
and days that she hovered over you 
in babyhood, when she had to sacri- 
fice all pléasures in order that you 
might grow? 

Oh, the heartaches and deprivations 
that mothers have suffered can nev- 
er be estimated in the centuries. 
Have you ever even thought of her 
discomforts, or have you given her 
“back talk” and wounded her and 
left her to get over it the best way 
she could? 

Mothers get over everything. 
Even though you are hanged to the 
highest tree, and everyone condemns 
you, your mother will be there to en- 
fold youin her arms. Doubtless, too, 
your father has given up much to 
give you the proper schooling and 
education that you craved and need- 
ed, 

All of this, of course, is common 
and mere platitude if you please, and 
happens every day—the neglect of 
children for parents as in the case 
mentioned by the Judge. 

Yet if I had a thousand pens and 
a thousand tongues, I would raise 
them in defense of the good parent. 

I wish I could reach the heart of 
every young man and woman and in- 
still in them a sense of duty such as 
they would never swerve from in de- 
fending those who protect them. 

Somehow, I am _ old-fashioned 
enough to feel that no good can come 
to people who neglect their parents. 

I believe in the law of balance, 
which is ever present. Somewhere, 
some time, you get punished for the 
crime you have committed against 
those who have been good to you-— 
those who have stood by you when 
you needed them most. 

Nothing can be more terrible than 
having made use of your parents, 
which you certainly have done :n 
many years, then to throw them 
down and let them shift for them- 
selves when they are old and feeble 
and unable to do much for them- 
selves. I have always seen it happen 
that somehow this same law of bal- 
ance sees to it that good comes to 


those people who are good to their’ 


parents. 

I am saying this only for the 
would-be selfish one, for the un- 
selfish get no reward. They do their 
duty as a matter of course, and one 
of the highest duties of life is “Honor 
thy father and thy mother.”

In my opinion, there is left to the 
Republican party but two available 
issues for the campaign of 1916—the 
tariff and the question of national 
defense. How we are to meet the 
enemy on these questions is a sub- 
ject which we ought thoroughly to 
consider and discuss in the coming 
months.

On the eve of the campaign 
of 1916, your attitude and accom- 
plishment in this matter will be ac- 
cepted by the country as the final 
test of your leadership and will 
be of incalculable psychological 
importance to the party; and, there- 
fore, in the carrying out of this pro- 
gram we cannot afford. to_hesitate 
or to‘blunder, because as election 
day approaches trivial mistakes 
will be magnified and exaggerated 
by the opposition to the hurt and 
injury of our party and your pres- 
tige as leader.

I cannot impress upon you too 
forcibly the importance of an appeal 
to the country at this time on the 
question of preparedness. No mat- 
ter what the character of the in- 
formation is that you are receiving. 
I have it from all sources that 
there is no enthusiasm on the “hill” 
for preparedness, and that the 
country itself is indifferent because 
of its apparent inability to grasp: 
the impoitance and full signifi- 
cance of tnis question. This indif- 
ference arises out of two things: 
first, the7httitude of the pacifists, 
whose feelings have been nurtured 
by the preachings of Mr. Bryan; 
second, the attitude of those in the 
country who believe in prepared- 
ness and whw are.frightened be-- 
cause of the big talk of Roosevelt 
and others on their plan for mili- 
tary conscription. * * §® 

There is no doubt how the body 
of the American people feel on this 
question of preparedness. You 
can, therefore, with much greater 
reason, address them on this ques- 
tion and with greater force and 
I am afraid if you 
delay in this matter, it will be too 
late .to act, because our enemies 
are already busy and active. 

If some unfortunate thing should 
arise in international affairs or in 
Mexico within the next few weeks 
and announcement came then that 
you were to make an appeal to the 
country, it would appear as an 
anti-climax and an attempt upon 
your part to retrieve yourself.

My own duty toward them is per-

| concerned, no one will expect me to 
acquiesce in* any proposal that I 
regard as inadequate or illusory. 
If. as the outcome of a free inter- 
change of views, my own judg- 
ment and that of the committee 
should prove to be irreconcilably 
different and a bill should be pre- 
sented to me which I could not ac- 
cept as accomplishing the essen- 
tial things sought, it would mani- 
festly be my duty to veto it and 
go to the country on the merits.

JUST A MINUTE IN WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, D. C.—There is no use talk- 
ing any longer about keeping our country out 
of international politics. That splendid isola- 
tion of which we heard so much during the last 
campaign has dissolved into the mists of our 
common need the world around, and delega- 
tions from a dozen different countries are sit- 
ting on our Capitol steps. 

We are that Delphic oracle of another time 
to which the world turns for leadership out of 
the mess into which it was plunged by the 
great war; and we can no more shirk our re- 
Sponsibility than we can turn time backward 
to the period of George Washington. 

We are into it fairly up to our necks—some 
people down here think you cannot see the 
tops of our hats—and one of the most power- 
ful of our politica] traditions has gone up the 
flue like a dry husk. Here they are from 
Kurope, from Africa and Asia—Britons 
Frenchmen, [talians, Dutchmen. Greeks, Jap- 
anese, Australians, New Zealanders Koreans 
Hindus—and Siberians coming. : 

Not all these “people are invited to the Dig- 
armament Conference—but they have to go 
somewhere. They cannot sit at home with their 
hands folded when there is hope of leadership 
to the Promised Land—so here they are. Not 
all of them, perhaps, will even get a hearing — 
but they are here al] the same. Whether we 


know it or not, we held out a light; and that

have seen by sea and shore, across 
and continents, even from isles far away.

Then there is Japan. We see Japan darkly, 
as through the glass of our own restrictions 
upon Japanese immigration, our laws debarring 
Japanes* from the ownership of land, what we 
fee] ite t Shantung and our sympathy for Ko- 
rea. rhat is not, apparently, as the world sees 
Japan. Jt sees her rather as a nation pent up 
in more ways than one and requiring space for 
expansion. There have been other nations like 
that, and in some respects we were one of them. 
The British have been for 20 years the allies of 
Japan. They would renew that alliance except 
for us and some of the British dominions. They 
are here beyond question to support Japan's 
case up to a point. We don’t like some of the 
things Japan is doing; but we want peace. 
There is a quite emphatic belief here that we 
cannot undertake to limit very severely the as- 
pirations of Japan. They are here, ‘too—the 
Japanese—together with al] the people who 
feel one way and another about the Japanese. 
We cannot stay out of it. Indeed, did we not 
invite these people to come here and discuss 
it? Surely we did; and that is the end of our 
isolation, too. 
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Let us take the case of France. Mr. Wilson 
thought we ought to guarantee the security of 
France. Aft least one of our delegates to the 
conference—Senator Underwood—thinks we 
still ought to do it. Certainly France is going 
to ask us ta do it, which makes our backbones 
cold and fills us with something like affright. 
Herbert Croly thinks if we did that France 
would become the most bumptious nation of 
Europe, intolerable alike to us and her neigh- 
bors. Senator Lodge is opposed to it. Prob- 
ably Mr. Harding and Mr. Hughes are opposed 
to it, as well as most of the members of the 
Senate; but the world wants peace, and if there 
is a way to get it one cannot surely foresee 
what may happen. The most one can say of 
it at this time is that the argument of the 
French delegation must be very powerful and 
convincing. No less a strong man than M. Bri- 
and, Premier of France, has come to make 
that argument. Can he batter down one of the 
most powerful citadels of our national policy? 
We shall see.

of the prospective customers on the 
other side of it. 


How to insure the co-operation of 
China, how to protect the principles 
of the open door as they stand, and 
whether to expand them so as to 
cover all that Americans’ mean by 
“equal opportunity” in China—these 
are the three major points which the 
American delegates in the Washing- 
ton conference must face if they go 
beyond the repetition of a broad 
“principle,”” and inquire into the 
facts that lie behind this question of 
the open door. 


Nothing is more vita] to the future 
of China and more closely associated 
with the prospects of peace in EHast- 
ern Asia than the three questions of 
foreign ‘“‘monopolies,” “concessions” 
and “preferential economic privi- 
leges"” in China. In his outline of 
Far Eastern questions, Secretary 
Hughes groups these three questions 
as the fourth topic on his list. The 
type of the monopolies and conces- 
sions and privileges which exist in 
China—and the dGharacter of the 
problems which they involve—are 
Giscussed by Mr. Merz in the fourth

“It is well to call attention to a 
singularly erroneous notion very 
prevalent among golfers, namely, 
that a flollowing wind carries the 
ball onward! Such an idéa is. of 
course, jaltogether absurd except 
in the ¢xtremely improbable case 
of the |wind moving faster than 
the initial flight of the ball. The 
true wax of regarding matters of 
this kind is to remember that 
there is always resistence while 
there is a relative motion of the 
ball in the air, and that it is less 
as the relative motion is smaller.

O make your furs look like new, 
| wet the fur with a hair brush, 
brushing against the nap. Hang 
it in the air until dry, which will be 
in about half an hour. Then beat 
it well on the right side with a rat- 
tan and comb it out carefully into 
place. 


When crocheting an edge, especial- 
ly a scalloped one, on close woven 
material, it can be done more easily 
if you umhread the machine, set the 
stitch the proper length to give de- 
sired spacings and stitch around 
scallops or along the edge. The cro- 
chet needle will readily pass through 


these piercings. 


Do not throw away men's shirts 
just because the cuffs are frayed or 
torn. if they are double cuffs, cut 
them off at the torn edge. Turn 
the cuff and sew it back on again 
between the cut edges. On single 
cuffs cut off the stitched edge, turn 
in and restitch. If neatly done they 
will look as good as new. 

Clean dancing slippers before put- 
ting them away. If they are of satin 
and only slightly soiled, rub them 
gently with stale bread. If this does 
not remove all discolorations 
with a clean piece of white flannel 
dipped in spirits of wine.
